Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Deport  on  the  health  of  the  Farnham 
Urban  District  for  the  year  1971* 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  increased  from  3^,090 
in  1970  to  3I53CO  in  1971 • The  Birth  Date,  14,6  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population  v/as  lov.-er  than  the  national  fignre  of  l6,G  v/hile  the  Death  Date 
of  9 *2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  v/ell  belov/  the  national 
figure  of  11,6. 

In  the  past  mortality  from  Infectious  Diseases  v/as  the  r;,ain 
hazard  in  life,  Toda^"  statistics  indicate  that  the  main  hazard  arises  from 
conditions  •iiicli  are  to  a great  extent  self-induced , by  v-Tong  eating  habits, 
lach  of  regular  exercise ,' smokinr-  cjcd  a sustained  level  of  mental  tension 
and  chronic  anxiety.  Thus  prenu^ture  deaths  from  corcnaj^y  thrombosis  and 
other  heart  diseases,  cerebro-vascular  accidents  (strokes)  and  Ccuicer  of 
the  lung  tend  to  occur  more  frequently  as  the  cause  of  death.  In  Farnharn 
in  1971  over  of  all  deaths  \/ere  due  to  heart  conditions,  cerebro- 
vascular accidents  and  cancer  of  the  lung.  Father  less  than  3^4  of  tell 
deaths  v/ere  in  person'!^  over  the  age  of  73  years, 

Follo’'/ing  the  report  of  the  Doyal  College  of  Physicians,  a 
comprehensive  memorandum  on  the  hazai-ds  of  smoking  and  its  relationship 
to  lung  cancer  and  other  diseases,  was  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  this 
received  press  publicity  in  South-West  Su'orey.  I am  gratified  that  senior 
pupils  in  some  schools  ?ln  this  District  have  shov.n  a continuing  concern 
about  this  hazard  to  health. 

The  urgent  necessity  of  passing  important  information  in  respect 
of  international  travellers  still  applies.  ^.11  contacts  from  Smallglox 
endemic  c.veas  coming  into  this  country  from  abj-oad  were  checked.  Contacts 
from  Chol'j'-'a  endemic  areas  v/ere  also  careful-ly  checked  on'  tbmir  return, 
^urveill  n.c o:'  case  a of  J^jet-ntovy  end  Food  Poisonin'-  cantinu'’"- , :nd  all 
necessary  advice  is  given,  pe.-rsons  being  suspended  from  Food  Handling 
duties  ’.'here  thi.-':  is  necessar?/  in  the  interests  of  public  health. 
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The  epidemic  of  Asian  'Flu  on  the  Continent  durinn;  the  late 
autumn  did  not  spread  to  this  country,  and  fev;  cases  of  Influenaa  occiirred 
in  Farnho-’!!.  ' .

HCUGING 


General 

The  responsibility  for  ensiirinp  that  houses  are  fit  for  occupation 
is  one  of  the  main  functions  of  the  Fublic  Health  Inspectors  and  one  in  v/hich 
they  can  claim  extensive  experience.  In  order  to  achieve  this  they  are 
concerned  with  the  carrying  out  of  any  necessary  repairs  and  the  improvement 
of  houses. 

The  sections  of  the  Housing  Acts  dealing  v;ith  the  closing  and  demolition 
of  houses  v;hich  camnot  be  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  expense  are  also 
administered  by  your  Inspectors'. 

Most  of  the  complaints  received  in  connection  v;ith  housing  defects  are 
dealt  vmth'  by  informal  action,  in  fact  a number  of  tlie  less  serious  complaints 
are  often  resolved  following  talks  with  the  ovmer  concerned.  Kepairs  to  24 
houses  were  undertaken  following  the  service  of  informal  v/ritten  notices. 

Statutory  Notices  v/ere  served  on  the  o\mer  of  two  cottages  to  under- 
take repair  work.  The  v;orks  v/ere  not  carried  out  within  the  time  limit  as  laid 
down  in  the  Notices  and  it  v/as  necessary  to  institute  logal  proceedinffs.  Prior 
to  the  court  hearing,  the  houses  became  vacant  and  the  summonses  v/ere  v/ithdrawn 
on  payment  by  the  owner  of  the  Council's  legal  fees  amounting  to  £15. CC.  The 
cottages  v/ere  subsequently  repaired  and  re-let. 


Housing  Survey 


A survey  of  the  older  type  properties  in  the  district  to  ascertain  the 
number  of  houses  lacking  the  standard  amenities  of  a bathroom  etc.  was  commenced 
at  the  beginning  of  197C  and  completed  at  the  end  of  1971*  The  report  loresented 
to  t?io  Council  is  reproduced  herev/ith: 

"The  survey  of  the  whole  area  has  now  been  completed  and  making 
adjustments  for  improvements  undertaken  during  the  course  of  the 
survey,  the  total  number  of  dwellings  lacking  some  or  all  of  the 
standard  amenities  is  728,  466  of  these  properties  being  tenanted, 
the  remaining  262  being  ovner/occupied  or  vacant. 

These  figures  are  decreasing  all  the  time,  in  fact,  v/qrk  is  already 
in  progress  in  regard  to  a number  of  properties  included  in  the 
above  figures. 

Unless  ov.Tiers  have  expressed  a definite  viev/  that  they  do  not  wish 
to  improve  theii-  properties,  they  have  been  sent  the  Ministry's 
booklet  "Money  to  Modernise  your  Home"  and,  in  addition,  the  owners 
of  tenanted  properties  have  been  sent  the  booklet  entitled  "House 
Improvements  and  Rents".  /■.  covering  letter  has  aJ.so  been  sent  v/ith 
these  booklets  stating  that  the  Council  v/ish  to  encourage  improve- 
ment of  houses  lacking  modern  amenities  and  asking  that  considerat- 
ion be  given  to  this  matter.  It  has  also  been  mentioned,  should 
any  fui’ther  inTormation  be  recuired,  arrangements  can  be  made  for 
a meeting  at  the  property  to  discuss  the  m.atter  in  more  detail. 

A number  of  grant  applications  have  resulted  from  this  pj-ocedure. 


Housin,^  Survey’'  contimied: 

More  oymer/occupiers  are  talcing  advantage  of  the  improvement 
scheme  but  it  may  seem  surprising  that  there  are  over  200 
houses  in  this  category  not  improved.  A large  number  of  these 
are  occupied  by  elderly  people  \/ho  do  not  v;ish  for  the  . 
disturbance  incurred  in  undertaking  improvements. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  older  type  properties  on  becoming 
vacant,  are  being  modernised  v;ith  the  aid  of  an  improvement  grant. 
This  results  in  the  main  that  the  houses  are  no  longer  occupied  by 
tenants,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  properties  available  for 
ietting. 

There  has  been  less  response  for  grants  in  respect  of  tenanted 
properties  - there  v;ould  appear  to  be  two  main  reasons  for  this. 
From  the  tenatits  viewpoint,  the  rent  increase  have  been  found  to 
be  in  the  region  of  J>/k  times  the  existing  controlled  rent  and 
from  the  ovmer’s  viewpoint,  the  long  period  of  rent  phasing. 

It  is  hoped  tlmt  proposed  future  legislation  will  help  in  over- 
coming these  difficulties. 

Again  it  must  be  appreciated  that  ov/ners  of  some  of  the 
properties,  for  various  reasons,  wish  to  redevelop  the  sites 
on  the  pjroperties  becoming  vacant. 

A record  is  being  kept  of  all  the  properties  lacking  modern 
amenities  and  this  is  proving  very  useful  when  dealing  with 
improvement  gran.t  enquiries  from  ovmers  and  prospective 
purchasers  of  houses  in  the  district," 


Imnrovemant  Grants 

--  -t-  - - - — — 


The  total  number  of  Improvement  Grant  applications  approved  during 
1971  was  87,  this  shows  an  increase  over  the  figure  of  77  for  197G.  Out  of 
the  total  of  87  grajits  approved,  69  were  in  respect  of  owner/occupied  houses 
or  vacant  properties,  the  remaining  I8  were  tenanted  properties.  6l  were 
Discretionary  Grants  and  26  were  Standard  Grants. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  money  approved  for  payment  was  approximately 

£^2,000. 


As  mentioned  previously,  a number  of  the  applications  received  v/ere 
follov/ing  visits  to  properties  in  connection  with  the  Housing  Survejr, 

It  is  considered  that  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  this  field  of 
housing  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  number  of  applications  will  continue  at  the 
present  rate. 

Again  this  year  at  the  Councils  Exhibit  at  the  Tovm  Show,  publicity 
was  given  to  the  Improveraent  Grant  Scheme  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
Improvement  Grant  Mobile  Erdiibition  veil  was  stationed  in  the  Cattle  Ilirket  Car 
Park  during  the  first  week  in  September.  • 


Qualification  Cert i f i c a t e 


There  has  been  S ap7)lications  for  Qualification  Certificates  in 
respect  of  properties  already  cornplyinj^  v.'itli  the  necessary  standai’d  jjrior 
to  the  introduction  of  the  Housing  Act  19^9  'i-nd  in  each  case  a qualification 
certificate  has  been  issued.  This  compares  v/ith  3 issued  during  1970* 

There  has  also  been  2 combined  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
and  Provisional  Qualification  Certificates  and  these  have  all  been  approved. 
This  is  tv/o  less  thaji  issued  in  197G. 

■ This  is  a nev;  type  of  certificate  introduced  in  the  Housing  net  I969 
and  is  necessary  before  an  applica.tion  can  be  made  to  the  Pont  Officer  for 
a change  from  a controlled  to  regulated  tenancy.

No  application  for  Certificates  of  Disi-’spair  v;ere  received  during  the 
year  under  review. 


Unfit  Pronerties  Demolished 


One  property  subject  to  a Demolition  Order  and  another  property 
subject  to  a Closing  Order  were  demolished. 

Four  properties  in  Fast  Street  which  were  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  had  been  bought  by  the  Council  for  re-development  of  the  site  v/ere  also 
demolished. 

It  is  the  Councils  policy  wherever  possible  to  encourage  the  re- 
conditioning of  the  older  type  of  cottage  property  as  opposed  to  demolition. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

There  are  signs  that  this  type  of  accommodation  is  on  the  increase; 
in  two  cases  it  vjas  necessary  to  serve  informal  notices  to  improve  the 
facilities.  Also  informal  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  foiu’  properties 
to  improve  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire;  in  one  case  the  v/ork  has 
been  completed  and  in  the  other  three  cases,  indication  has  been  given 
that  the  notices  will  bo  complied  v;ith.  In  the  case  of  two  other 
properties  it  w'iis  necessary,  follov/ing  consultation  v/ith  the  Fire  Prevention 
Officer,  to  serve  statutory  notices  under  the  T:>rovisions  of  the  Housing  Act 
1961  to  improve  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.

(b)  V/asps 

During  the  year,  331  wasps’  nests  were  destroyed;  tliis  service  was 
inaugerated  in  195S  and  the  previous  highest  niimber  of  nests  destroyed  in 
any  one  year  was  l66  last  year. 

During  the  sujmmer  months  it  v;as  not  possible  to  deal  with  all  the  requests 
received  and  this  did  cause  a num.ber  of  complaints  from  members  of  the  public. 

The  position  is  tha.t  this  is  not  a statuto.^y  duty  of  the  Council  but  is  a service 
provided  to  help  overcome  the  problem.  There  are  private  contractors  in  the  area 
who  are  prepared  to  undertake  the  work  but  their  changes  are  generally  in  excess 
of  the  73p  charged  by  the  Council.  It  is  not  possible  for  the  Department  to 
recruit  extra  labour  for  this  v/ork  for  the  short  period  when  it  is  required  and 
should  again  in  ensuing  summers,  a large  nujaber  of  requests  be  received,  it  is 
inevitable  that  there  v/ill  be  delays  in  dealing  v/ith  them;  in  fact,  no  u:ider- 
taking  can  be  given  that  it  will  be  possible  to  deal  v/ith  every  request, 

(c)  ether  Posts 

■The  Department  is  called  upon  to  give  advice  on  a number  of  hov.vsehold 
pests.  During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers,  32  premises 
were  treated  on  a rechargeable  basis  for  the  treatment  of  ants,  beetles, 
cocliroaches  and  fleas.

During  the  year,  10  visits  \/ere  made  in  connection  with  complaints 
of  noise  nuisance. 

j^ollov/ing  complaints  from  a local  resident  an  approach  was  made  to  n 
firm  in  the  Trading  Estate  and  they  employed  a noise  consultant  to  investigat 
the  problem.  The  consultants  recommended  that  sound  attenuators  be  fitted  to 
the  air  outlets  to  the  granule  mills  and  the  work  was  subsequently  undertaken 


V/ATEk  SUPPLY 


The  public  v;ater  supply  in  the  area  is  provided  by  the  Mid-Southern 
\/ater  Company,  v;ho  submit  routine  samples  for  examination.  Chemical  a.nalysis 
is  carried  out  ouarterly  and  bacteriological  samnles  are  examined  v/eekly. 

The  results  of  these  checks  continued  to  be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
In  addition,  during  1970  the  Health  Inspectors  obtained  h samples  for 
bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

The  flouride  content  of  the  v/ater  supply  is  lov/  (less  than  0*1  part 
per  million)  and  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

There  is  only  one  property  in  the  district  v/hich  has  no  main  water 

supply. 


REFUSE  COnfJCTION  /JTD  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  Linder  the  control  of  the  Engineer  Surveyor  who  has- 
kindly  submitted  the  follo\/ing  details; 

(a)  Household  refuse 

The  refuse  yield  in  1971  was  75? COO  - 80,000  cu.yds.  or 
approximately  8,000  tons.  iXiring  the  year  a refuse  analysis  \/as 
carried  out  and  it  v/as  notable  that  the  cinder  ash  content  was 
much  reduced  v/hon  compared  v/ith  the  national  figure  for  previous 
yetirs,  obviously  as  the  result  of  the  use  of  other  fuels  in  nev/er 
properties.  Packaging  material  v/as  much  in  evidence  with  its 
resultant  increase  in  refuse  volume,  and  v;ith  fev/er  properties 
being  erected  without  open  fires  for  disposal  in  the  house,  this 
must  become  a further  problem  in  the  ye.ars  to  come  considering 
storage  betv/een  collections. 

Although  the  refuse  bin  continues  to  be  the  standard 
storage  receptacle,  residents  on  nev/  estates  a.re  purchasing  refuse 
sack  holders  wiiich  afford  advantages  for  collection,  and  this 
system  is  to  be  encouraged.  It  is  probably  that  v/ith  the  increasing 
vo3.ume  of  refuse  it  will  be  necessary  to  issue  tv/o  sacks  per  week. 

(b)  Refuse  Disnosal 


In  order  to  exercise  the  option  in  respect  of  9 acres  of 
sandpit  at  b'eydon  Lane  which  is  earmarked  in  the  town  map  as  a 
recreational  area  beyond  1971'»  tipping  v/as  resumed  in  September  1971* 
Considering  the  problems  eviporiencod  by  adjoining  residents  in  1966, 
when  tiriping  v/as  last  carried  out,  close  control  is  being  exercised. 

(c)  Civic  /unenities  Act

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DRAINAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


I arn  indebted  to  Pr.  N.?.  Youlcion  the  Conncil’a  Engineer  & SLU''veyor 
for  supplying  the  follo\;ing  detadls:- 

This  year  has  been  a notable  one  in  tlie  Council’s  history  considering 
the  amount  of  '/ork  \/hich  has  been  carried  out  to  inprovo  tlie  drainage  of  the 
Urban  District,  and  perhaps  in  many  \.'ays  the  improvements  can  only  rank  v/ith 
those  v/orks  carried  out  in  the  mid-l880s. 

J 

The  first  stage  of  the  Gev/age  V.’orks  Extensions  commenced  niid-1970  and 
was  completed  in  December  1971  • This  v/ill  be  followed  in  April  1972  by  the 
completion  of  the  sludge  pressing  plant. 

Main  drainage  in  the  South  Street,  Longbridge,  Church  Meadows  and 
The  Hatches  area  where  33”  to  l8”  diameter  pipes  were  laid  to  replace  the  12” 
sev/er,  was  also  completed,  and  it  is  not  surpi'ising  that  the  problems  of 
surcharge  on  surface  a.t  The  Hatches  and  Lower  Church  Lane  have  ceased. 

The  new  development  at  Hale  - Council  houses  and  J)OQ  houses  for 
sale  - also  brought  its  problems,  and  a nev;  surface  v/ater  sev/er  discharging 
to  the  streams  in  the  Park  and  a relief  foul  sev/er  connecting  the  existing 
sewer  in  Upper  Hale  Road  in  the  vicinity  of  luvle  Recreation  Ground  to  the 
Sewage  V/orks,  have  been  completed. 

All  these  works  v/ero  not  v/ithout  their  problems  and  apart  from  those 
experienced  due  to  difficult  ground  conditions,  dealing  with  vehicular  traffic 
proved  quite  difficult. 

Although  the  larger  drainage  schemes  make  far  more  visual  impact  ,equcilly 
important  are  the  smaller  schemes  perhaps  dealing  with  only  a few  properties, 
and  amongst  these  are  Rov/hills  drainage,  Lickfolds  Road  and  f'rensham  Vale, 
necessary  to  eliminate  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  and  the  attendant  pollution 
problems. 


SURREY  COUNTY  CCbTIClT  ACT,  1931 


During  the  year  renev/al  of  four  consents  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  were  issued  in  respect  of  tipi^ing  at  disused  sandpits  in  the  area.

The  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  food  premises  is  most 
imports-nt  as  constant  changes  are  taking  place  in  regard  to  premises  and 
employees.  It  gives  the  opportunity  of  discussing  v/ith  food  traders  their  ov.n 
particular  problems. 

There  is  probably  more  legislation  relating  to  food  and  drank  than  any 
other  subject  and  v/ith  the  constant  changes  taking  place  in  the  food  industry, 
procedure  and  techniques  have  to  be  constantD.y  reviev/ed. 

More  use  is  bein£;  made  of  rei'i-igera.ted  display  cases  and  deep  freeze 
storage  cabinets;  it  is  most  important  that  the  termpe nature  control  of  this 
equipment  is  properly  maints’-ined.  Care  should  also  be  observed  to  see  that 
they  are  properly  sited  and  arc  not  overloa.dcd . 

oheskeepers  and  their  staff  ore  constantly  being  advised  on  the 
in.portance  of  strict  stock  rotation,  especially  v/hen  handling  perishable 
foods.

(Pasteuriser's)  Licence,  n few  retail  shops  sell  sterilised  and  ultra  heat 
treated  milk  but,  in  the  main,  pasteurised  milk  is  the  grade  generally  sold. 

Five  new  Dealer's  (Pre-packed  Lilk)  Licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  obtaining  samples  from  milk  roundsmen,  samples  v;ere  taken 
v.’eekly  from  the  one  H.T.S.T.  Pasteurising  plant  in  the  district.  This  p3.ant 
ceased  to  operate  at  the  end  of  A.ur.'ust  due  to  reorganisation  v/ithin  the  dairy 
company  ovning  the  iDremises.  The  total  number  of  samples  obtained  throughout 
the  area  during  the  year  v/as  IO7.  These  v/ere  submitted  for  examination  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Guildford,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  all  the  results  v/ere  satisfactory.
